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of the Union, I find nothing fo for- 
wardly difcours’d of among fome 
_ People, as the Amendments and Altera- 
"tions which fhall come from Scotland to our 
_ Articles, and the Gentlemen on both Parts, 
_ who oppofe it, are mighty willing to have 
_ them be extravagant. 
_ I hope, the Gentlemen concern’d in 
_ Scotland will be too wary to offer any 
' thisg, too hard for an Englifh Parliament to 
grant. To impofe any thing on England, 
which ’tis known will not pafs, or which, 
_ Circumftances confider’d, cannot, would 
 Betocome tothe Union, but not with the 
Spirit of Union. ‘ 
I frankly own, Ifee no Difpofition in the 
 Scass to do fo, and hope, I fhall not be con- 
_ ftrued to fuggef? it in this Cafe ; Ihave too 
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much Refpeé for the Scots Nation to ima- 
gine fuch a thing, but I muft own, I be- 
lieve, that very thing is the Top of the 
Party-Politicks now on Foot here in England 
againft them, and againft the Union in ge- 
neral 3 to bring Scotland, if pofible, to ine 
fift upon fomething, which they know, Eng- 
Jand cannot grant. And for this Reafon, we 
have all their Books againft the Union 
crowded with Queries about Guarrantees, 
Securities, feparate Parliaments, partial 
and imperfe& Unions, and the like. 

I acknowledge my felf convinc’d, that 


this Union is the general Safety of Britain, 


that it is the particular Advantage of ei- 
ther Nation ; and if I was to be ask’d, whee 
ther Nation have greater Advantages from 
it, I profefs my felf uncapable of giving a 
direét Anfwer; on this Head it is that I dif. 
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I am perfwaded, mutual Security, 
ren Spt and mutual Profpe- 
rity attend it on both fides. 

But there muft be alfo mutual Confiden- 
ces and mutual Affections, or ‘tis impoffi- 
ble to unite; Jealoufies, Feudsand Suf pici- 
ons, will rob the Nationsof the Fruit, even 
of the Union it felf. There cannot be a Flux 
of profitable Trade, an eafie, free and ua- 
interrupted Conjunétion in Circumftances 
and Eamilies, a Coallition of Stocks, Under- 
takings and Improvements. if National Pre- 
judices are not remov’d. 

If a new Seal be made, or a new Armo- 
rial Enfign for Britain direfted, 1 wifh the 
Motto might be, WE ARB BRETHREN, 
and the Text will add the reft, Les shere 
be no Strife between us, Gen. 13,8 

Let firm Articles, compleat Eftablith- 
ments, and full Claufes form the Union, 
and the fafter the better, but let us not 
treat with embarraffing Sul picions, Politick 
Jealoufies, and uncharitable, cenforious Ap- 

rehenfions of one another ; efpecially where 
the very Nature of things helpsto make 
them fafe, and where both Nations feem 
to mean nothing but what is fincere. 

Iconfefs, when I confider this, 1 wonder 
to fee fome of the Libels and Pamphlets, 
which are difpers’d in Scotland, in which 
they grant anearer Union of the Kingdoms 
nece(lary for their mutual Service, and yet 
endeavour all along to foment Jealoufies 
between the Nations, particularly that 
England {hall opprefs Scowand after the 
League is concluded, and-that fhe will not 
erform the Conditions. 
atthe one Gentleman forgets himfelf fo 
far, as to tell the Scots very pofitively; if 

they agree for an Equivalent,

That thefe Purlurs have endeavour’d to 
ftir the People to Mob, Clamour and Tu- 
mult, is coo true ; but T mutt crave leave 
to acquaint the Wurld cou, that this Cla- 
mour is nut fo univerfal, as ic feems to he, 
or is reported 3 and I give fome Inftances of 
this, which are very particular. 

Firft tliere has been Addteffes to the 
Pafliament againft the Union, full of appa- 
rent Zeal for Religion, for the Kirk, and. 
for the Reformation, reciting in general 
the Covenant, and a great mady Kirk- 
Phrafes, or as call’d here Presbyterian Cants 
and when the Names come to be canvafs’d 
and examin’d, it appears to be fign’d by 
Non-jurors and Epiftopal People, or in ge- 
neral Malecontents at the Government.

erhere is unhappily fpread about in Scot- 
janda general Opinion, that the Union will

“fhiall be ftarv’d and undone, and that Evg- 
fand fhall eat them out of all. 

I believe, this will be very ftrange to an 
Englifh Man, fince too many in England are 
juft of the fame Mind the other way.. Howe 
ever this is the prevailing Cafe in Scorland, 
and the Artifices of the Enemy has prevail’d 
to fuch a Height, that the Common-Peo- 
ple in fome Places have been ftrangely ex- 
afperated about it. 

There has not wanted fome Endeavours 
to open their Eyes, and perhaps the At- 
tempts of your humble Servant the Author 


have not been quite loft that Way; but 


yet the Heats of the ignorant People have 
not been allay’d in fome Places, Rabbles 
and Tumults have been promoted, and the 
Articles of che Union treated with Con- 
tempt, and frange ridiculous Exceffes. the
